Population of 
City Estimated 
To Be 131,250 


Edmonton, city of destiny and 
the gateway to a northland that 
grows daily in military and com- 
mercial importance, now has an 
estimated overall population of 
131,250, 

The estimate is that of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce, 
submitted to the Dominion govern- 
ment in support of requests for 
additional quotas of goods for this 
area. The 131,250 includes the com- 
bined Canadian and United States 
armed forces stationed here and 
several thousands of civilians in 
hotels and rooming houses who 
have not been issued with ration 
books. 

Figures were compiled as the re- 
sult of the co-operation of hotel 
and rooming house proprietors, 
rental agencies and the military 
authorities, 

The 1941 population was officially 
estimated at 92,000, 

It is pointed out by the chamber 
that ration books have already been 
issued to 112,000 persons in Edmon- 
ton, Beverly and West Jasper. 

Persons in rooms not issued with 
ration books are estimated at 2,000; 
in registered hotels, 2,500; in room- 


ing houses, 1,000; transient U.S. 
employees, 1,000; U.S. employees 
provided ,with accommodation, 
3,000.

“Today, Britain is in the posi- | 
tion that Billy Conn was in at the | 
beginning of the thirteenth round. 
The R.A.F. is slapping Germany 
silly. She is doing it by quick, 
daring thrusts by her airmen and 
her Commandos, working in co- 
operation with the navy. And 
today, 80 per cent. of the people | 
here on Churchill's Island and a 
great part of Russia and Ameri- 
¢a are screaming to Britain: ‘Stop 
boxing him! Go in and slug 
him!’ 

“In other words, Britain is being 
urged on all sides to establish a} 
second front immediately, regard- 
less of the German strength in 
France and other occupied coun- 
tries. To date, Britain has been 
smarter than young Billy Conn. It 
is because Britain has had more 
experience than Conn in meeting 
terrific punches. She knows you 
can’t swap punches with someone 
who carries heavier weapons than 
you do. And so, regretfully, she 
has had to forego the one thing 
which every pilot, every soldier, 
every naval man and every civil- 
ian in Britain so earnestly desires 
~—a chance to land on the Contin- 
ent and meet the enemy hand to 
hand. 

“The thousands who are mount- 
ing soapboxes and platforms in 
Britain, the hundreds who pen 
cutting editorials asking why the 
government does not start an im- 
mediate second front, the impatient 
Russians here in London and in 
Moscow quite understandably cry- 
ing for vengeance against those 
who have killed some 2,000,000 of 
their countrymen, the: British ci- 
vilian start - second - front - at - any- 
price brigade—forget that though 
the walls of Jericho crumbled at 
the blast of a trumpet, there is no 
reason to believe that the- defen- 
sive walls of German Europe will 
fall at the blast of anything except 
superior guns, airplanes and tanks. 

“Loud insistence upon the imme- 
diate opening of a second front has 
seemed to imply that Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and his government 
were not over-anxious to join with 
their Russian allies in an all-out 
effort on the Continent. 


IDEA SPIKED 

“Nothing could be further from 
the truth, of course; and the Molo- | 
toff agreements made in Washing- 
ton have formally spiked that idea. 
Churchill talks privately as he does 
publicly, and no one who has ever 
heard his vituperative private com- 
ment in regard to the Germans, no 
one who has heard him express his 
admiration for the way the Russians 
have fought, would for a moment 
consider that Churchill is lukewarm 
on the subject of a second front. No 
one in Britain more earnestly de- 
sires to establish and maintain a 
bridgehead on the Continent than 
does Mr. Churchill. 

“Nor would Churchill’s worst en- 
emies ever accuse him of cowardice 
or lack of decision when it comes 
to offensive action. He is a man 
who thinks in terms of attack. ‘De- 
fense’ is a word that is repugnant 
to his aggressive nature. He has 
shown himself willing to gamble 
on any occasion when there was a 
chance of wininng the gamble. It 
1s no secret that when Wavell at- 
tacked the Italians in the desert 
back in December, 1940, he bit off 
a little more than he could shew. 
At that time, there was a serious 
threat of invasion in Britain, yet 
Churchill; without hesitating, sent 
Wavell the one armored division 
which Britain had, and with it the 
general smashed the Italian army 
thoroughly. This was typical of the 
ehances which Churchill is willing 
to take. 


SENT TO RUSSIA 

“Not so long ago, he actually 
took weapons from the hands of sol- 
diers here in Britain and sent those 
weapons to Russia. These were not 
surplus weapons; they were the 
only weapons the men had. Ad- 
mittedly, Britain's army was weak- 
ened, but Churchill has shown more 
than once that he is committed 
wholly to the policy of putting wea- 
pons in the hands of those who are 
killing Germans. 

“Why, then, has not this bold 
end aggressive leader ordered 
that @ second front be opened? 
The answer is very simple. Such 
en undertaking is still a gamble, 
tt may continue to be a gamble 
for at least another six or eight 
months. Any attempt to invade 
the Continent now might easily 
result in another and more costly 
Ounkirk. If those who have been 
leading the clamor for a second 
front knew what resources the 
Germans have in France, Norway 
end ether possible invasion 
points, if they knew the vast 
emount of so-called ‘special as- 
sault’ equipment required, they 
would realize that their agitation 
was very, very premature. 

“The British Intelligence has been 
good to date. It has pipe lines which 
start deep in France and end up 
in the huge gloomy War Office in 
Whitehall. British Intelligence 
knows fairly accurately the Ger- 
man position across the Channel 
and realizes what difficulties must 
be overcome before any invasion is 
attempted. 

“At least there are twenty Ger-

this army has been preparing 
against invasion by a British army. 
Those who want a second front 
now point to the dramatic sorties) 
made by ii" Commandos as proof | 
that the ccfenses across the Chan- 
nel are far from vulnerable. They 
point to the effectiveness of the 
storming of Saint-Nazaire, which 
suffered heavily at the hands of the 
Commandos. This is true, but the 
Germans have not neglected their 
defenses, and to date only raids of 
the Saint-Nazaire type have been 
able to penetrate them, and the cas- 
ualties suffered by the British raid- 
ers were 73 per cent. 


CAPTURED MAGINOT LINE 
“There was once a little toy called 
the Maginot Line. It stretched from | 
the Swiss border to Sedan, nearly 
seven hundred miles, and it bristled 
with guns. Small 37-mm. guns, 
larger 75s and 105s, the tremendous 
so-called 155 long, and the super- 
heavy 220-mm. cannon. It will be 
recalled that very few of these guns 
were ever shot—except in practice. 
The Germans captured the Maginot 
Line by flanking it, and the Ger- 
mans captured all of those guns. 
Today they are on guard against a | 
British invasion. Today the whole 
coastal invasion area is manned by 

these excellent guns. 

“They were not sent to Russia, 
RAF observers have seen them, 
have seen the new German Maginot 
Line which any British invasion 
force would have to smash. I have 
talked with these RAF observers, 
and they look very thoughtful when 
they discuss the ground defenses 
they have seen, and the excellent 
anti-aircraft barrages which greet 
them when they are in the vicinity 
of such defenses. 


“There is the problem, then— 
300,000 mén, well equipped, well 
intrenched and with a rather 
large body of water protecting 
them. It is a military problem 
which has never been solved. 
Napoleon couldn't do it in 1802. 
The Germans couldn't solve @ 
similar and much less difficult 
Problem in July, 1940. Even then 
the Germans knew the difficulty 
of invading a country separated 
from you by water, 

“Of course, had the Germans 
then tried to invade, they would 
have been successful. In July, 1940, 
Britain was suffering acutely from 
lack of equipment. There was less 
than 50 big guns in England and | 
then only a handful of tanks. Had 
the German army, under the im- 
petus of its own momentum, rolled 
across the Channel then, Hitler 
today would probably be eating 
his carrots and equash in the hotel 
in the Strand where I'm writing 
this article. 


HITLER HESITATED 

“But Hitler, who never flinches 
at German casualties, hesitated at 
the difficulties involved. He would 


Britain. He thought that the opera- 
tion would involve even greater 
losses. He made the mistake of 
overrating the British strength. To- 
day the British and American lead- 
ers are not overrating his strength, 
but they have accurately gauged it. 

“Let us consider what would be 
needed to establish a second front: 
To begin with, a primary rule of 
attack in warfare is first to pave 
the way with your artillery. In the 
last war, before any wholesale ad- 
vance was attempted, the artillery 
blasted away at the enemy, some- 
times for days. This cardinal rule 
would have to be violated in any 
attempted invasion of the Contin- 
ent. 

“The Channel is 20 miles across at 
its narrowest point; in other places 
it is forty to one hundred miles 
wide, You can’t throw an artillery 
barrage at that distance. But you 
would have to weaken the enemy 
defenses somehow. Obviously the 
RAF would have to serve as the 
artillery. They would have to bomb 
munitions dumps and strafe the 
roads. They would have to face 
a terrific resistance from land bat- 
teries and from the splendid Ger- 
man fighters. The Beaufighters, 
the Hurricanes, the Kittyhawk 
bombers, and the Bostons would be 
the aircraft for this little job, as 
they are the best low-flying bomb- 
ers Britain has. The casualties 
would be terrific. In low-lying at- 
tacks, they always are. 


3% DIVISIONS NEEDED 

“A few weeks of this, and then 
we would have to assume that 
the defenses had to some extent 
been weakened. Now comes the job 
of getting the infantry established. 
To begin with, it seems to be agreed 
that at least thirty divisions would | 
be needed. How would these men 
be transported? Special assault 
barges would be needed. At the 
moment there* are not enough of 
these in existence to move one divi- 
sion, much less thirty. These would 
have to be barges which draw very 
little water, so that they could glide 
over the heavily mined Channel 
; without encountering those nasty 
| little floating death pills. A fervent

|might ask: ‘Why hasn't Britain 
} these special assault barges now, 
after nearly three years of war”’

She knew that eventually 
she would need these special assault 
barges, but she just didn’t have 
the facilities to build them without 
neglecting more urgent needs. 

“Men would 4'so be sent by the 
hundreds in troop-carrying air- 
craft. Each of these aircraft can 
at best carry thirty men. How 
much ammunition, how many 
guns can thirty men carry? Not 
an awful lot.

“Now, let us assume that we have 
landed our thirty divisions—say 
450,000 men., Let's be charitable 
and only kill off a third of this 
number.

They have 
to be supplied with heavy weapons 
to hold off the inevitable attack 
by tanks. The desert campaign has 
proved pretty well that, except in 
rare instances, the only way to beat 
tanks it with tanks. 

“Now. an aircraft can do a lot,

“Meanwhile, our side wouldn't be 
| able to harass the German tanks or 
| artillery by dive bombing. We just 
| have no dive-bombers at the mo- 
; ment—or, at least, none in quantity, 
|‘Why not?’ scream critics of the 
Churchill government. Once again, 
we must remember that the air- 
craft factories of Britain were 
strained to the utmost to produce 
the Hurricanes and Spitfires which 
won the Battle of Britain, the Wim- 
pys, the Stirlings and the Manches- 
ters, and the other heavy bombers 
| which kept sniping away at German 
inlustrial centres. Britain did order 
| dive-bombers from America in July, 
1940, but, alas, they have not as yet 
peri aline except in small num- 

rs. 


“I've talked to air experts, and 
they agree that Britain would 
have to face a loss of from 1,200 
to 1,500 aircraft a month if it 
were to give any adequate pro- 
tection to an invading army on 
the Continent. 


“There, rather briefly, is the prob- 
lem of fighting on a second front. 
I've heard tired, worn-looking Com- 
mandos talk bitterly of the glib ex- 
ponents of a second front. 

“They won't have to be there,” 
they say simply. “Why shouldn't 
they make speeches about it? Sure, 
we'll have a second front, but let's 
wait until we're ready.” 

“It must also be remembered that 

| supplies do not come to Britain 
from America in such great quanti- 
ties now.

That was the picture in June, 
1942, There were many things I 
couldn't say then which I can say 
now.

It was not mass 
production, either. In June, 1942, 
about 200 parachute troops a week 
were being graduated from their 
course, That is all. Nor could I 
reveal the fact that-+at that time 
there were only (comparatively) a 
handful of American troops finish- 
ing their training in Northern Ire- 
land and none at all in Britain.

Our air force hadn't begun to 
arrive as yet and, hed our meb 
been there, there were no air- 
dromes ready for them. That 
thousand-plane raid on Cologne 
had strained the facilities of 
every airdrome in Britain, A few 
months later enormous, excellent 
airdromes had been built for the 
American air force, but you can't 
build airdromes over night—espe- 
cially airdromes designed to be 
used by large bombers which take 
off loaded to capacity. 

These were some of the facts 
which civilian critics of British and 
American military leaders did not 
know.

Notice is hereby given that men employed in certain 
apecified lines of civilian employment, who are in age 
and marital classes already doalgnated under National 
Selective Service Mobilization Regulations, must report 
for interview not later than May 19th, 1944, to an 
Employment and Selective Service Office. 


First 


A. Objective: an Employment and Selective Service 


The Order makes available for essential Office, who are too far removed to call 
employments the services of men in age personally, may write to the nearest office 
and marital classes designated as callable the first instance, and await further 
for Military Training under National directions, 


Selective Service Mobilization Regula- 
tions, who are presently employed in 
specified non-essential employments. 


B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY 
THIS ORDER: 


Men, of the specified categories, are 

eovered if now employed in any of 
the following industries: 
(1) taverns; liquor, wine and beer 
stores; (2) retail sale of candy, con- 
fectionery, tobacco, books, stationery, 
pews; (3) barber shops and beauty 
parlours; (4) retail and wholesale 
florieta; (5) service stations (gasoline- 
filling stations); (6) retail sale of 
motor vehicles or accessories; (7) re- 
tail sale of sporting goode or musical 
instruments. 

Also, men are covered if now em- 
ployed in any of the following occupa- 
tions, whether im above induastrice 
er not: 

(CL) waiter, taxi driver, elevator epera- 
tor, hotel bell boy, domestic servant; 
(2) any oecupation in or directly asno- 
ciated with entertainment, including 
but not restricted to theatres, film 
agencies, motion picture eompanies, 
elubs, bowling alleys, pool rooms 
(3) any occupation in or directly 
associated with dyeing, cleaning, and 
essing (not including laundry work); 
the; guide service; shoe shining. 


CG AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF 
MEN COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: 

(a) Every man born im ony year 
from 1917 two 1924 (inclusive) who 
han reached age 19.

Service Work Camp.

The appointment of a special Commis- 
sioner for defence projects in the north- 
weat area of the Dominion is in the logic 
of things. He will represent the Dominion 
Government there in co-ordinating the 
work of Canadian officials and in main- 
taining close co-operation with the mil- 
itary and contracting agencies of the Unit- 
ed States in that territory. 

It is to be supposed the Commissioner 
will be given powers in keeping with his 
duties, and in the unusual conditions these 
powers will need to be broad. Time is im- 
portant in the carrying out of defence pro- 
jects, and an officer on the ground who 
can make decisions can prevent delays 
which must be inevitable if reference had 
to be made to Ottawa whenever an ad- 
justment may be needed. 

Incidentally, this appointment will re- 
assure some timorous souls in parliament 
who seem to have feared that Canadian 
authority in that region was in some way 
imperilled by the permission granted to the 
Government of the United States to carry 
out defence projects. There was no ground 
for this apprehension, but its existence 
may have had something to do with the 
creation of the commissionership. 


“Plow Back” Some 


Roughly two-thirds of the Fourth Vic- 
tory Loan had been subscribed when two- 
thirds of the campaign period had elapsed. 
That is gratifying, but is no excuse for 
complacent assumption that the objective 
will be reached and passed. 

The important fact is that one-third of 
the Loan had still to be raised, and it will 
not be raised unless the splendid progress 
of the former weeks is maintained. The 
minimum sum asked for will not be sub- 
stantially exceeded unless the pace is 
quickened; and should subscriptions not 
run well beyond this mark nobody will feel 
that the effort has been a notable suc- 
cess, huge as the minimum is. 

The Bureau of Statistics reporta that 
for the fiscal year which ended with March 
the national income amounted to $7,878,- 
000,000, compared with $6,793,000,000 for 
the preceding year. For the first quarter 
of this year the income was $2,112,000,000, 
against’$1,700,000,000 in the first quarter 
of last year. War production is listed as 
the “main influence” in this spectacular 
rise in the national income. 

In large part the increased earnings of 
the recent months has been due to the 
spending of the money which was Sub- 
scribed to the Third Victory Loan last fall. 
The increased total of incomes makes en- 
tirely possible that the larger Fourth Loan 
can be over-subscribed. It illustrates also 
that the more money is subscribed to the 
Fourth Loan, the more money will come 
back during coming months as wages, sal- 
aries, farm revenue and profits, to people 
of all classes in all sections of the country. 

That is another good reason why peo- 
ple who depend upon earned incomes 
should “plow back” part of their earnings 
by investing them in-Victory bonds.

Abandoned 


Axis forces in Tunisia were estimated 
to total 250,000 men, though blockade- 
running air and sea transports may have 
landed enough reinforcements to swell the 
number considerably. Eighty thousand 
were supposed to have got into the Cape 
Bon peninsula before the British 1st Army 
closed the entrance. Casualties were plac- 
ed up to Monday at 42,000. 

This accounted roughly for half the 
total. The remaining 125,000 or so were 
prisoners and isolated detachments left 
stranded by the swift rush of Allied col- 
umns through the breaches in the defence 
line at the close of last week. Mopping up 
these groups is only 4 matter of time. 

That the fugitives in the peninsula did 
any more than postpone the inevitable by 
flight is altogether improbable. They are 
cornered, outnumbered, and under cease- 
leas attack by land, air and sea. There has 
been no sign of an organized attempt to 
evacuate them. Capture or death is their 
choice, 

Against the devotion of these enemy 
troops, the heartless indifference of thei: 
master stands out as typically Nazi. For 
them Herr Hitler cares nothing. They 
were marked for sacrifice, and are left to 
their fate. Somewhere the powerful Mus- 
solini fleet is skulking in its hiding places 
while they perish without an effort being 
made to rescue them. Having’ served the 
Fuehrer'’s purpose they were abandoned 

The-bravery of these die-hard enemies 
is not to be questioned. But one may 
wonder whether their fidelity is not now 
tinged with contempt for the master who 
did nothing to save them when it be- 
came clear that further resistance would 


be of little or no bervice to him.

.in Holland, has issued a new edict. 
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across Europe like a plague, leaving every- 
where a trail of death and ruin, there were 
no proposals for a negotiated peace com- 
ing from Franco. Quite the contrary. 
That gentleman was then posing as the 
“spiritual leader’ who would bring the 
South American républics into Hitler's new 
order of slavery, and proclaiming himself 
just ready to marshal his legions and 
wrest Gibraltar from the decadent British. 

The war then was not a calamity to be 
stopped in the name of humanity, but a 
beneficent revolutionary movement, bless- 
ed of God and destined to usher mankind 
into an era of happiness and prosperity. 
Only when a world sickened with slaughter 
and pillage and outrage has rallied its 
manpower and resources to sweep the Axis 
from the face of the earth root and branch, 
and is bringing its crushing power into 
play, does Franco discover that the war is 
a wicked thing, a useless thing, and ought 
to be stopped. Stopped, of course, by a 
treaty—which would leave the conspir- 
ators, Franco included, free to get ready 
for another carnival of treachery, murder 
and robbery. 

What Franco says about things as they 
stand is important only because Ee speaks 
for Hitler and Mussolini, and probably 
says what they asked him to say. They 
undoubtedly would go all-out for a negoti- 
ated peace—and a second chance.

It should not have been necessary to 
state officially in parliament that no juris- 
diction over any Canadian territory has 
been given to the United States or to any 
other foreign power.

Nothing else will make Canadians 
understand Canada. Nothing else 
will create a true Canadianism. We 
cannot have our people looking at 
this country as British Columbians, 
Albertans and Quebecois. They 
must look at this country as Can- 
adians. They must react to life, 
not in a provincial or parochial way, 
but in a netional way. 

We mus: all learn the same things 
and use the same symbolism. We 
must all have a working knowledge 
of a common language. 

It is ridiculous that we should 
attempt to attain unity by setting 
up a single foreign policy, a single 
trade policy and a single financial 
policy and then tolerate nine sep- 
arate and distinct brands of edu- 
cation.

Feeder Road Will Connect 
Alaska Highway to Coast 


Over Famed Chilkat Pass 


. Winding 145 miles northwest across Chilkat Pass from 
Haines, Alaska, into Yukon Territory to connect with the 
Alaska Military Highway 500 mile’ from Fairbanks, Alaska, 
is the new auxiliary route to funnel supplies for prosecution 
of the war in the Alaskan area. 

This “feeder” road, which is now under construction, 
follows a 42-mile remnant of the old Jack Dalton ‘trail to 
within 10 miles of Chilkat Pass, crosses the coastal range and 
continues northwest to connect with the Alaska Military 
highway about 100 miles west of Whitehogse.

The part of this new route lying 
northwest of Chilkat Pass is 
through rolling country following 
generally a great glacial wash par- 
allel with some of the most mag- 
nificent scenery in North America. 


SNOW PROBLEMS 

This pass, long held to be the 
easiest route in the opinion of In- 
dian tribes in this area, will pre- 
sent the engineers with unusual 
snow problems during the long win- 
ter. However, grades and cold 
country expedients learned durjng 
the past winter of operation of the 
Alaska Military Highway are ex- 
pected to be useful in keeping open 
this line all year round. 

Jack Dalton, fabulous character 
of the gold rush days, drove a herd 
of cattle over approximately this 
same route in 1898, selling the beef 
at such fancy prices in Dawson City 
that he returned again and again 
for additional herds, establishing 
a route that existed for a generation 
from Haines to Dawson City. 

Even before the days when thous- 
ands of men, seeking quick fortunes 
in the gold-bearing creeks, stam- 
peded over this and other near-by 
routes, there was considerable traf- 
fic over an Indian trail running 
from Champagne, Yukon Territory. 
to the’ coast of Alaska near Haines, 

Reason for this ancient Indian 
trail was the trade carried on be- 
tween coastal tribes and inland 
tribes west of the huge mountain 
range. In addition, all Indians 

, in this general area, even to this 
day, live a nomadic existence, 
maintaining temporary homes at 
certain fishing places along the 
lakes and rivers and in other areas 
where game would be sufficiently 
plentiful to warrant their staying 
in one place while they killed

DEEP MOOSE TRAILS 

In several places moose trails ap- 
proaching salt licks were found to 
be worn eight to 10 inches deep in 
the floor of the forest, resembling 
nothing so much as a cow pasture 
where the trails debouched at the 
salt deposits.

Parents; 


Understanding 


DEAR MISS DIX: I am 23 years 
old any my husband and I are very 
happy together and love each other 
devotedly. We have two = small 
.boys, one nearly 3 years old and 
the other nearly a year and a half. 
| They are nice, healthy children, 
but they almost drive me crazy. 
They seem so mean. We have both 
; spanked them until they were red 
[soe getting into mischief, but it 
didn’t help. They would turn 
|right around and do it again. Then 
|we tried thumping their heads. It 
worked for a day, but no longer. 
Then we took a piece of shingle and 
| smacked their hands, but that didn't 
do any good 
During the past week they have 
bothered me so that I get into a 
blinding rage and want to beat 
them to a pulp. I am a nervous 
wreck and am afraid I may hurt 
one of them some of these days 
when they madden me. Isn't there 
anything I can do to make my chil- 
_ dren mind? 
NERVOUS. 

Answer: You can't regiment bab- 
ies and make them keep quiet be- 
cause Daddy is sleeping, and not 
get into mischief because it makes 
more work for Mother, for at that 
age they are just little animals that 
want to play and jump around and 
yell and pull things about and 
work off their excess energy. Tell- 
ing them not to do a thing doesn't 
register because their little minds 
don't hold anything long. They for- 
get and do it over again 

They are just growing and learn- 
ing and doing what Nature intend- 
ed them to do, and they don’t need 
a drill sergeant to deal with them. 
They need a mother who has pa-/ 
tience and understanding and love. 

Certainly you are going the 
wrong way in handling your chil- 
dren by beating them up. The only 
result it will have will be to make 
them afraid ‘of you and kill their 
affection for you, and if you keep 
it up you will do them bodily harm 
as well as mental and_ spiritual. 
Many a child is made deaf for life 
by being thumped on the head. as 
you say you have done to your little 
ones 

The trouble with you is that you 
need a rest and to be separated 
from your children for a while. 
You are worn out and you need to 
get yourself together. Haven't you 
some friend or relative whom you 
could get to come and stay w ith the 
children while you go away for a 
week or two? Or. if there is no such 
person, one thing you can do, and 
that is to take them down every
